None 
of these pieces have any designation of D., Dol, or Dollar as found on 
genuine pieces. Many were actually made in the years they are dated, 
some were made up to 1915 and backdated, and some are being made 
today. These offered are all earlier pieces, and mostly are made of genu- 
ine gold, being about 10 carat, while others are plated and some are base 
metal. Most are quite interesting and make excellent additions to any 
collection of California Fractional.

United States Pattern coins are an exciting and extremely interesting 
series. Each piece is a true work of art by the designer, most of which 
are far more beautiful than any of the adopted designs. No pattern can 
be considered really “common”, as the mintages of even the most fre- 
quently encountered pieces are usually under 1,000, a figure that would 
easily be considered a Rarity in a regular series.

During the year of 1873, Dr. Henry R. Linderman was appointed by 
President Grant as the Director of the Mint. In this capacity, Dr. 
Linderman was largely responsible for obtaining passage of the Coinage 
Act of 1873, which abolished the Seated Dollar, Half Dime and Three 
Cent silver pieces, and which created the Trade Dollar. This new Trade 
Dollar was a means of opening up the oriental market for some of our 
large surpluses of silver. The mint issued six different Trade Dollar 
patterns in sets, apparently to key legislators, in the pursuit of obtaining 
passage of the Act. It was estimated that fifty sets were struck, these 
having largely been broken up over the years. This offering of 1873 
Trade Dollar Patterns contains one of each of the six designs made, all 
struck in SILVER!

MORGAN SILVER DOLLARS 


The collecting of Silver Dollars is one of the most popular and active 
fields in United States Numismatics. The great demand for Choice Un- 
circulated Dollars has never been greater, while the supply is constantly 
decreasing. Any collector who has endeavored to complete a set of 
Morgan Dollars in Uncirculated condition knows that it takes more 
patience than money to complete, as many of the coins are seldom 
offered for sale. The vast majority of all silver dollars are struck with 
satin surfaces. However, when the dies are new or when they are oc- 
casionally wiped with a rag to clean them, the first few coins off the 
dies are struck with a mirror-like surface that is referred to as PROOF- 
LIKE .This Proof-like luster is generally only in the field, and leaves 
the head and other devices frosty in nature, creating a truly beautiful and 
striking specimen. The epitome in collecting a Morgan Dollar set would 
be to have each and every coin a PROOF-LIKE specimen. Mr. Todd 
began to put such a set of Dollars together more than TEN YEARS 
AGO! He has assembled this set from the best coins of each date and 
mint that he could locate after going through thousands of coins, search- 
ing at hundreds of coin conventions, and upgrading dozens of times. 
Some dates remained elusive, as they have never seemed to appear in 
this Proof-like condition. Many dates, even on some of the commonest 
of Dollars, are virtually never seen with this mirror finish, and when 
they do become available, bring prices many times that of a normal 
Uncirculated specimen.

Wayte Raymond reportedly had seen one specimen, the 
location of which remains a mystery, and it is possible 
that this is the specimen that he saw. This piece is ac- 
companied by a letter of Authentication issued by Walter 
Breen, dated August 14, 1972. The letter reads in part: 


“This certifies that I have examined the accompanying 

coin, and that I UNHESITATINGLY DECLARE IT 
A GENUINE 1893-CC PROOF DOLLAR. Were this 
coin without a mintmark, nobody could question its 
proof state. It has every earmark of the genuine 
article: frosty devices brought up more sharply than 
on normal business strikes; struck at least twice (as 
normally on proofs) from brilliantly repolished dies 
on a highly polished blank. Border details are as 
clear as on many Philadelphia (and N.O. and S.F.) 
proofs, clearer than on many uncs., surpassed only 
by the most carefully minted proofs. 

I had heard of the original 12 proof 1893-CC 
dollars, coined for distribution at the ceremony 
closing the Carson City mint, from Wayte Raymond 
(1951) who had seen at least one from that source. 
This listing was carried in the Standard Catalogue 
of U.S. Coins through its final edition (1957), though 
at that time nobody had managed to trace any ex- 
amples aside from the one Wayte Raymond had 
earlier encountered... 

The dies, incidentally, differ from the regularly 
listed 1893-CC varieties in Van Allen’s book, largely
